there was between$15 and $20 in the 
sideboard where the man was work­ 
ing. 
Mr. Mercer is a liveryman 
of 
Milroy and recognized the outfit as 
having come from a Greensburg liv­ 
ery barn. 
An overcoat was found in 
the buggy containing a 
bunch 
of 
letters addressed to Roy Layton, al­ 
so of Greensburg. 
The liveryman in Greensburg and 
Layton came to Milroy this morning 
Layton explained the presence of his 
coat in the buggy stating that he had 
loaned it to 
Morris.

robbery. 
It was stated that Morris 
has been going with a girl living on 
the Chester Whitman farm, one mile 
west of Milroy. and the supposition 
of the authorities is that he stopped 
at the Mercer home on the 
return 
trip. 
I lie front door of the Mercer 
home was not locked and it is be­ 
lieved the alleged robber gained en­ 
trance in this manner.

with a girl in Sandusky and the two 
couples were together yesterday in 
Greensburg. 
Layton stated 
that 
Morris took both of the girls home 
and that he was to get his overcoat 
hack as soon as 
Morris 
returned 
from Milroy 
to 
Greensburg.

one wanted, but he went to Milroy 
this morning to clear himself.

He was on the back of an obser­ 
vation car and lie waved to every 
farmer, every seetion laborer, every 
person he saw. 
Some 
“high-tone” 
folks, he said, were riding 
in 
the 
same car. 
They were ridiculing him 
and he knew it. 
Soon he went in 
the coach and sat down beside a 
very well dressed woman, 
Soon he 
was in conversation with 
her. 
He 
intended, he said, to show her she 
did not think, just as so many peo­ 
ple do» not. 


He asked her it she ever thought 
of the engineer who \\a> running tin* 
engine that pulled the train true and 
steady 
and

He told her he

got. 
Col. Perry said he asked if she 
ever thought of that vouug fellow 
who was pouring coal into the fire­ 
box to make the engine go.

With all of his eloquent gestures 
and ins freakish maneuvering on the 
platform, Col. Perry made the story 
so real and intensly interesting that

crowd of men convulsed with laugh­ 
ter.

There 
is no freedom, he asserted,

th afw e bring ourselves into harmony 
with the Great Giver of life. 
A de­ 
ception h a s been published in our 
community in the last few days, lie 
declared, in that it was asserted 56 
per cent, want prohibition and 
56 
per cent, are against it, 
and 
that 
those tor it have no right to force 
it oil those against it. 


“After all.” lie continued, “there 
is n o personal 
liberty— no 
liberty 
that is independent of every man or 
above the community. 
.V man 
has 
recently been placed in the city park 
and 
certain 
restrictions 
thrown 
about him. 
if there is absolute per­ 


s o n a l liberty, that 'man lias a right 
to 'it in this audience tonight.That 
liberty which belongs to you and me 
is that liberty which takes into con­ 
sideration the rights of others. 


“ Personal liberty is enjoined upon 
its by the Word of God— it isn’t your 
right; 
it’- the other persons right. 
It is yours and my personal liberty 
to go out and overthrow that which 
would be a detriment to the commu­ 
nity." 


The Rev. S. G. Huntington of the

African Liner Falada 
is Sunk

German Submarine and Eight 


Persons Lose Lives. 


TWO OTHER S H IP S SEN T DOWN 


Survivor of Falada Says 
Crew of 


Submarine Laughed as Pasen- 


gers Floundered.

London, M arch 29.— The African 
liner Falada, carrying 146 passen­ 
gers, was torpedoed off Milford Ha­ 
ven Sunday afternoon, the admiralty 
announced this afternoon. 
She is 
the first big passenger carrying liner 
to fall victim to German submarine 
attacks. 
Eight of 
her 
passengers 
and crew were drowned. 
The others 
were landed at Cardiss today. 
Captain Topt of the Falada and 
an un-named lieutenant were repor­ 
ted among the dead in a message to 
the Elder company, owners of 
the 
Falada said this 
afternoon. 
Two 
stewardesses 
were 
also 
drowned. 
The chief officer was in the 
water 
two and one half hours before he 
was rescued. 
Confirmation of the report of the 
torpedoing of tin* 
Falada 
reached 
the admiralty a few minutes after 
the word that the British steamer 
Aquilla had been torpedoed oil the 
southwest coast of Wales. 
The ad ­ 
miralty believes the same submarine 
torpedoed the 
Aquilla and 
Falada 
that sunk the \ i>age 
»Saturday 
by 
Shell tire. 
1 lie Falada was bound 
for 
the 
west coast of Africa. 
Shortly after 
noon Sunday Captain Toft sighted 
the periscope of the submarine. Al- 
inost immediately the submarine ap ­ 
peared above the surface and sigual- 
d the Falada to lower her boats. 
“ I he passengers, or most of them, 
were in tIn* dinning room," said one 
>t the survivors. “Orders were given 
or the boats to he lowered but be- 
ore this could be done the subma- 
•ine shot a torpedo against tin* ship, 
'triking near the engine room. 
“A heavy sea was 
running 
and 
1 of the first boats put over were 
•wamped, 
The other boats, in spite 
>1 the danger, rode to the 
aid 
of 
those struggling in the water. M ean­ 
while the 
submarine 
was 
circling 
iround the spot without making any 
effort to aid. 
I saw part of the sub­ 
marine crew s actually laughing at 
. 
The submarine finally dived and 
disappeared. 
“Within an hour 
or 
more 
after 
other boats came to our aid."

Persons Here Who Have Held Out 


Hope for Y. M. C. A., Call Atten­ 


tion to $125,000 Bequest 


MADE BY JAMES A. J. 
BRUNT 


Provides Similar Amount Shall be 


Raised by Anderson Citizens 


in Six Months 


Many persons here who have long 
lived in the hope that Ru.shville might 
some day have a Y. M. C. A. or some 
institution that would be attractive 
to boys have called attenion to the 
bequest 
of 
James A. J. Brunt, 
a 
wealthy city of Anderson, who one 
day recently gave $125,000 for a Y. 
M. C. A. if a similar amount is rais­ 
ed by Anderson citizens within six 
months. 
Concerning the bequest the 
Anderson Daily 
Bulletin 
suys 
in 
part: 


In the provisions which accom­ 
pany the gift, Sanford M. Keltner, 
Jesse L. Vermillion, Thomas B. Orr, 
Willis S. Ellis and William S. Diven 
were names as o board of trustees to 
select the site for the building, pur­ 
chase the property act upon 
the 
plans and have the entire matter in 
charge. 


Mr. Brunt’s offer contains the pro­ 
vision that a similar sum of money 
must be raised by the citizens of An­ 
derson within six months before his 
gift may be taken 
advantage 
of. 
Sixty per cent of the total sum, or 
$75,000, shall be raised within four 
months, the record says, the remain­ 
ing $50,000 to be subscribed before 
the expiration of the following two 
months. 
In case the total of $250,000 or 


more is raised through Mr. Brunt’s 
gift and the subscription of Ander­ 
son residents, the trustees who have 
been named then will definitely select 
and purchase a site, let the contract 
for the building, and the word will be 
pushed through with utmost haste. 
A canvass of local citizens will be 
started at once toward raising the 
prescribed amount of money. 
It is 
probable that another committee of 
five men will be selected, which will 
be active in visiting business men, 
fathèrs of families and others inter­ 
ested in boys’ welfare. 
This com­ 
mittee will act in co-operation with 
the board of trustees. 
Prospects for the success of the 
attempt to equal the donation of Mr. 
Brunt are extremely bright, .say tho 
members of the board of trustees. 
They believe that there are a dozen 
or more men in this city who will be 
willing to pledge sums reaching into 
the thousands of dollars. With these 
gifts as a start, a 
comparatively 
great amount of the fund is expected 
to be raised. 
Smaller donations will 
aid to swell the fund, and with And­ 
erson’s having a population close to 
30,000, it is believed that the amount 
will bo forthcoming long before tho 
stated time has elapsed. 
While general plans for the cam­ 
paign to raise the fund have 
beeu 
suggested to the trustees, the detail­ 
ed arrangements are not complete. 
These plans will be decided upon 
within tho course of the next few 
days and then will be put into actual 
operation. 
It has been decided to 
get into communication with the na­ 
tional headquarters of the Y. M. C. 
A. and in this way to get valuable 
suggestions upon the best manner in 
which to launch and push the cam­ 
paign. As soon as they take definite 
form an announcement will be made. 
Mr. Brunt at several former times 
has made substantial monetary gifts 
to deserving institutions of this state 
Several years ago, he gare $10,000 
te> the Indianapolis Y M. C. A. Since 
that tiuie, the Capital City institu­ 
tion has been able to add to its size 
and to greatly increase its capacity 
in nui'Py ways. 
About the same time 
time lie donated $10,000 to the Win­ 
ona Technical Institute.

(By Uaited Press.) 
San Francisco, Mar. 29.—Tho In­ 
dependence, oldest American 
man- 
o-war afioat will be burned for the 
t>ake of the copper in her hull and 
other metal fixings. 
This decision has been reached by 
Capt. John H. 
Hinder 
of Berkley, 
who recently purchased the vessel at 
auction for $3515. 
The Independencec is the last of 
the war frigates built for the war of 
1812 with England and is one of the 
most famous 
ships the 
American 
navy ever boasted. 
Her keel was 
laid down in 1812. 
In her day she 
was to the United States Navy what 
the most modern superdreadnaugfats 
is to the navies A today. 
She was 
tho greatest fighting vessel 
afloat, 
boasting three decks and 74 guns. 
In 1848 she was sent around the 
Horn and for many years was used 
as a patrol ship on the Pacific coast. 
Her headquarters were at Mare Is­ 
land and she was in active service 
until 1868 when she was officially de­ 
clared obsolete and assigned to the 
Mare Island navy yard as a train­ 
ing ship. 
Last year the navy department de­ 
cided to sell the famous old vessel, 
in spite of the protests by patriotic 
societies in all parts of the country. 
Capt. Kinder bought the frigate, in­ 
tending to exhibit her at the Panama 
Pacific Exposition, but the plans fell 
through.

Temperance 
A gitation.” 
He said in pa rt: 
“Present tem perance agitation has 
its fou ndation in science and not in 
sentiment. Twentieth centu ry science 
has giv en the traffic the w orst indict­ 
ment it has ev er receiv ed. 
It is re­ 
sponsible for the present prohibition 
wav e. 
“1. Medical Science has indicted 
it. 
Su rgeons hav e discov ered that 
alcoholic patients are m ore apt to 
ex pire in an ojwration. 
It makes 
men more liable to disease by lower­ 
ing the phy sical powers of resist­ 
ance. 
It has been observ ed that ab­ 
stainers liv e longer than 
drinkers. 
The proportion 
is one 
to 
fou r. 
Steady drinking elogs the liv er, a f­ 
fects the kidney s, stu piiies the brain 
chokes the lu ngs, loads tlie body with 
dropsical flu ids 
and 
u nwholesome 
fats. 
Thu s it cau ses a deterioration 
of bodily tissu es hastens the changes 
old age, brings and shortens the du r­ 
ation of life. 
Medical science has 
observ ed th at cancer is more pre­ 
v alent in beer drinking commu nities. 
There is now 
known 
to 
medical 
science a well known class of alco­ 
holic diseases. 
Hu ge 
M u nsterberg 
of H arv ard Uni. say s, th at intox i­ 
cants hav e ‘an inhibitory 
influ ence 
on mind or body ,’ 
Ev en the national 
Health Office of Germany has pre­ 
prepared a m ass of m aterial showing 
the inju riou s effects of intox icants. 
“Life insu rance companies 
hav e 
indicted it. 
They hav e 
discov ered 
th at the drinker is not a good risk. 
They hav e discov ered th at 66,000 
deaths a y ear are directly du e to in­ 
tox icants. Seeing drink shortens life 
they hav e fou nd it u nprofitable to in­ 
su re the drinker. 
A rthu r 
Hu nter, 
actu ary of the N. Y. Life Insu rance 
Co., m ade a stu dy 
of 
2,000,000 
deaths of policy holders in 25 y ears. 
He fou nd th at two drinkers died to 
one abstainer. 
Inv estigations 
by 
Life Insu rance ex perts in G reat B ri­ 
tain and the U. S. show that the m or­ 
tality of the drinker is in ex cess of 
th at of the abstainer. 
Between 
20 
and 30 y ears the nu m ber of deaths 
is 11 per cent in ex cess; between .30 
and 40 it is 68 per cent in ex cess; 
between 40 and 50 it 7 5 percent in 
ex cess. 
The percentage 
decreases 
a fte r this age becau se hv th at time 
nearly all the drinkers are in their 
grav es. 
There is no mawkish senti­ 
ment abou t life insu rance inv estiga­ 
tions. 
They 
are based u pon cold 
facts. 
They hav e fou nd the facts 
against the 
drinker. 
They 
hav e 
eliminated him from their risks as 
a m atter of pu re bu siness.

Emerson Ballard 
of 
Crawfords- 


ville spoke at the tent Saturday af- 
ternoon and night. He made a most 
logical appeal to keep saloons out 
of Rushville. 
He compared condi- 


tions in Crawfordsville with those of 
the <lays of the saloon in the "Ath- 
ens of Indiana." 
He said that in 


two years after the saloons 
were 


voted out the bank deposits increas- 
ed $600,000. He recited, other fig- 
ures to show 
how 
Crawfordsville 


was benefited under "dry" condi- 
tions. 


Mr. Ballard said he" did not come 


here to criticize the business man 
who did not declare his. stand on the 
liquor question. lie said the busi- 


ness man was harried 
enough 
but 


that the business man need only to 
make a few 
comparisons 
between 


"wel" and "dry" years to see which 
conditions was best. 


He recalled cases in 
Crawfords- 


ville. He told of the 
leading shoe 


merchant who said he 
would 
not 


vote to oust 
the 
saloons because 


they helped business. 
But the sa- 


loons were put out, Mr. Ballard said, 
and the next time there was an elec- 
tion. Mr. Shoe Merchant came up to 
"dry" 
headquarters and declared 


that he did not.want to be known in 
the thing, but that he was "dry" 
because the town was better off. He 
told of the leading 
clothing mer- 


chant, a Jew, who was first "wet"' 
and then "dry" at the next election 
after the city had been "dry" be- 
cause he had sold $6,000 worth more 
goods during a "dry" year than a 
"wet" year. • He also cited instances, 
giving the names, where 
business 


men profited by declaring themselves 
"dry." 


Mr. Ballard marveled at the fael 


tliat anyone should consider the sa- 
loon'an asset, a means of drawing, 
trade. He had prospectuses from 
Terre Haute, Fort Wayne. 
South 


Bend and other large-Indiana cities 
which were published by the busi- 
ness men's organizations of the re- 
spective cities. 
No one 
of 
them 


mentioned their saloons. 
They re.- 


cited the number of churches, 
th 


factories, the number \ of miles o: 
improved streets, the bAnks and oth- 
er institutions of which they were 
proud, but ne^er a word of the sa- 
loons, he said.

That the reverse of these statements is true, 
that the state of Kansas is cleaner, better, more advanced in mental culture, and 
stronger in moral fiber and conviction,-'that her homes are happier and more com- 
fortable, her children better educated, that crime is less prevalent and poverty less 
general and that this is all due largely to the fact that the SALOON IS AN OUTLAW. 


Resolved, that we declare our allegiance to the cause of sobriety and'rigbt living 


resulting from Constitutional Prohibition and that WE ARE OPPOSED to any'return 
of the DOMINATION OF INTOXICATING LIQUORS." 


CAN YOU EXPLAIN why the Paid Agent of the brewers, coming to Rnshville as 


the apostle of information and bearing light of truth to the voters, did not consider 
it worth while to inform us of the above resolution passed by the unanimous vote of 
the Legislature of Kansas but little more than one month ago. Do.yon think the 
brewers in their ads were telling the truth about Kansas or did the Legislative bodies 
of that state in their resolution recite conditions as they are. SOMEBODY 'HAS 
LIED, and it is left to you to say who that somebody is.

Many persons here who have long 


lived in the hope that Rnshville might 
some day have a Y. M. C. A. or some 
institution that would be -attractive 
to boys have called attenion to the 
bequest 
of James A. J. Brunt, a 


wealthy city of Anderson, who one 
day recently gave $125,000 for a Y. 
M. C. A. if a similar amount is rais- 
ed by Anderson citizens within six 
months. Concerning :the bequest the 
Anderson Daily 
Bulletin says in 


part: 


lu the previsions which accom- 


pany the gift, Sani'ord M. Kcltner, 
Jesse L. Vermillion, Thomas B. Orr, 
Willis S. Ellis and William S. Divcii 
were names as a board of trustees to 
select the site for the building, pur- 
chase the property act upon 
the 


plans and have the entire matter in 
charge. 


Mr. Brunt's offer contains the pro- 


vision that a similar sum of monoy 
must be raised by the citizens of An- 
derson within six months before his 
gift may he taken 
advantage 
of. 


Sixty per cent of the total sum, or 
$75,000, shall be raised within four 
months, the record says, the remain- 
ing $50,000 to be subscribed before 
the expiration of the following two 
months. 


In case the total of $250,000 or 


more is -raised 'through. Mr.. 
gift "Sfld the subscription of Aader- 
so}i-residents, '-the "trustees '^hio iave 
bee'n named-then -will definitely -select 
and -purchase a'site, ;let the contract 
f or'the* building, and the word will be 
pushed through with utmost haste. 


A canvass of .local'citizens will be 


started at once toward raising the 
proscribed amount of money. It is 
probable that another committee of 
five men will be selected, which will 
be active in visiting business men, 
fathers of families and others inter- 
ested in :boys' welfare. 
This com- 


mittee will act in co-operation with 
the:board of trustees. 


Prospects for the success of -the 


attempt to equal the-donation of Mr. 
Brunt are extremely bright, say tho 
members of the board of trustees; 
They believe that there are a. dozen: 
wr more men in "this city who will be 
willing to pledge sums Teaching into 
the'thousands of dollars. 'With these 
gifts as u start, a 
comparatively 


great amount of the'fund is expected 
to be -raisect. Smaller donations -will 
aid'to swell the fund, and with cAnd- 
erson's having 'a. population close to 
30,000, it is believed that the amount 
•will "bo forthcoming long before tho 
stated time has: elapsed. 


While general plans for the cam- 


paign to raise the 1'und have been, 
suggested to the trustees, the detail- 
ed arrangements are not complete. 
These plans will bo decided upon 
within tho course of the next few- 
days and then will be put into actual 
operation. It has been decided to 
get into communication with the na- 
tional headquarters of the Y. M. C. 
A. *nd in this way to get valuable 
suggestions upon the best manner in 
which to launch and push the cam- 
paign. As soon as they take definite 
form an announcement will be made.

He 
asserted that the 'liquor ad. lied 
about the comparative tax rates by 
twising them. He called 
attention 


to the fact that 
the Columbus 


("wet") tax rate had been given as' 
$3.04 instead of $340 as it should 
have been and that they did not use 
the city tax rate in 
Rushville in 


making comparisons, but garbled it, 
not showing that increases were not 
so much in tfie city as in the other 
divisions. 


"If we are going to have 'blind 


tigers,' we will have to deal with the 
same bunch," said the Minister. "If 
we can't (rust them now, can we 
trust them with a saloon." 


He asserted that a man recently 


tried tried in a liquor case in the 
city court admitted on the stand he 
had rented a room to run a saloon in 
case the cily went "wet."

"Will they break 
the law?" he

The minister then pointed 


out that alws of the land says says 
man shall not kill or steal, but that 
they kill and steal nevertheless. He 
then asked if the people should li- 
cense a few to kill and steal and 
prevent the others from doing like- 
wise. 


Basis of Agitation 


At the union' service at the Main 


St. Christian church Sunday night 
the Rev. A. D. Batchelor spoke on 
the "Basis of Modern Temperance 
Agitation." He said in part: 


"Present temperance agitation has 


its foundation in science and not in 
sentiment. Twentieth century science 
has given the traffic the worst indict- 
ment it has ever received. It is re- 
sponsible for the present prohibition 
wave. 


*"1. Medical Science has indicted 


it. 
Surgeons have discovered that 


alcoholic patients are more apt to 
expire in an operation. 
It makes 


men more liable to disease by lower- 
ing the physical powers of resist- 
ance. It has been observed that ab- 
stainers live longer than 
drinkers. 


The proportion 
is one 
to 
four. 


Steady drinking clogs the liver, af- 
fects the kidneys, stupifies the brain 
chokes the lungs, loads the body with 
dropsical fluids and 
unwholesome 


fats. Thus it causes a deterioration 
of bodily tissues hastens the changes 
old age, brings and shortens the dur- 
ation of life. 
Medical science has 


observed that cancer is more pre- 
valent in beer drinking communities. 
There is now 
known 
to medical 


.science a well known cla<ss of alco- 
holic diseases. 
Huge 
Munsterberg 


of Harvard Uni. says, that intoxi- 
cants have 'an inhibitory 
influence 


on mind or body.' Even the national 
Health Office of Germany has pro- 
prepared a mass of material showing 
the injurious effects of intoxicants. 


"Life insurance companies 
have 


indicted it. 
They have 
discovered 


that the drinker is not a good risk. 
They have discovered that 66,000 
deaths a year arc directly due to in- 
toxicants. Seeing drink shortens life 
they have found it unprofitable to in- 
sure the drinker. 
Arthur Hunter, 


actuary of the N. Y. Life Insurance 
Co., made a study 
of 
2,000,000 


deaths of policy holders in 25 years. 
He found that two.drinkers died to 
one abstainer. 
Investigations 
by 


Life Insurance experts in Great Bri- 
tain and the U. S. show that the mor- 
tality of the drinker is in excess of 
that of the abstainer. 
Between 20 


and 30 years the number of deaths 
is 11 per cent in excess; between 30 
and 40 it is 68 per cent in excess; 
between 40 and 50 it 75 percent in 
excess. 
The percentage 
decreases 


after this age because by that time 
nearly all the drinkers are in their 
graves. There is no mawkish senti- 
ment about life insurance investiga- 
tions. 
They 
are based upon cold 


facts. 
They.have found the facts 


against the drinker. 
They 
have 


eliminated him from their risks' as 
a matter of pure business. 


"3. The railroads have indicted it- 


They have discovered the 
drunken 


employee to be too great liability for 
the road. He does less work than the 
abstainer. He is more apt to meet 
with accident and more 
liable 
to 


cause the train to bo wrecked and 
thus increase the number of dam- 
age suits. Railroads .are prohibit- 
ing their men from drinking not only 
during work hours, but also during 
off-hours. 
Even in Germany 
this 


stand is taken by the railroads. The 
Penn R. R. watched 125,226 employ- 
ees last year "and not a single case of

upon science.
